Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,15
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Section 1. Section 18-1739, Reissue Revised Statutes of1

Nebraska, is amended to read:2

18-1739 (1) The permit to be issued pursuant to section3

18-1738 or 18-1738.01 shall be constructed of a durable plastic4

designed to resist normal wear or fading for the term of the5

permit’s issuance and printed so as to minimize the possibility of6

alteration following issuance. The permit shall be of a design,7

size, configuration, color, and construction and contain such8

information as specified in the rules and regulations adopted and9

promulgated by the United States Department of Transportation in10

the Uniform System for Parking for Persons with Disabilities, 2311

C.F.R. part 1235, as such regulations existed on May 31, 2001.12

January 1, 2009.13

(2) In addition to the requirements of subsection (1) of14

this section, the permit shall show the expiration date and such15

identifying information with regard to the handicapped or disabled16

person or temporarily handicapped or disabled person to whom it is17

issued as is necessary to the enforcement of sections 18-1736 to18

18-1741.07 as determined by the Department of Motor Vehicles. The19

expiration date information shall be distinctively color-coded so20

as to identify by color the year in which the permit is due to21

expire.22

(3) No permit shall be issued to any person or for any23

motor vehicle if any parking permit has been issued to such person24

or for such motor vehicle and such permit has been suspended25
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pursuant to section 18-1741. At the expiration of such suspension,1

a permit may be renewed in the manner provided for renewal in2

sections 18-1738, 18-1738.01, and 18-1740.3

(4) A duplicate permit may be provided without cost if4

the original permit is destroyed, lost, or stolen. Such duplicate5

permit shall be issued in the same manner as the original permit,6

except that a newly completed medical form need not be provided if7

a completed medical form submitted at the time of the most recent8

application for a permit or its renewal is on file with the clerk9

or designated county official or the Department of Motor Vehicles.10

A duplicate permit shall be valid for the remainder of the period11

for which the original permit was issued.12

60-3,122.02 (1) A person may apply to the department15

for Gold Star Family plates in lieu of regular license plates16

on an application prescribed and provided by the department for17

any motor vehicle, trailer, semitrailer, or cabin trailer, except18

for a motor vehicle or trailer registered under section 60-3,198.19

or cabin trailer, except for a commercial truck. An applicant20

receiving a Gold Star Family plate for a farm truck with a gross21

weight of over sixteen tons shall affix the appropriate tonnage22

decal to the plate. The department shall make forms available23

for such applications through the county treasurers or designated24

county officials. The license plates shall be issued upon payment25
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of the license fee described in subsection (2) of this section and1

furnishing proof satisfactory to the department that the applicant2

is a surviving spouse, whether remarried or not, or an ancestor,3

including a stepparent, a descendant, including a stepchild, a4

foster parent or a person in loco parentis, or a sibling of a5

person who died while in good standing on active duty in the6

military service of the United States. Only one motor vehicle or7

trailer owned by the applicant shall be so licensed at any one8

time.9

(2)(a) Each application for initial issuance of10

consecutively numbered Gold Star Family plates shall be accompanied11

by a fee of fifteen dollars. An application for renewal of such12

plates shall be accompanied by a fee of fifteen dollars. County13

treasurers or designated county officials collecting fees for14

renewals pursuant to this subdivision shall remit them to the State15

Treasurer. The State Treasurer shall credit five dollars of the fee16

for initial issuance and renewal of such plates to the Department17

of Motor Vehicles Cash Fund and ten dollars of the fee to the18

Nebraska Veteran Cemetery System Operation Fund.19

(b) Each application for initial issuance of personalized20

message Gold Star Family plates shall be accompanied by a fee of21

forty dollars. An application for renewal of such plates shall22

be accompanied by a fee of forty dollars. County treasurers or23

designated county officials collecting fees for renewals pursuant24

to this subdivision shall remit them to the State Treasurer. The25
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State Treasurer shall credit thirty dollars of the fee for initial1

issuance and renewal of such plates to the Department of Motor2

Vehicles Cash Fund and ten dollars of the fee to the Nebraska3

Veteran Cemetery System Operation Fund.4

(3) When the department receives an application for Gold5

Star Family plates, the department shall deliver the plates to6

the county treasurer or designated county official of the county7

in which the motor vehicle or cabin trailer is registered. The8

county treasurer or designated county official shall issue Gold9

Star Family plates in lieu of regular license plates when the10

applicant complies with the other provisions of the Motor Vehicle11

Registration Act for registration of the motor vehicle or cabin12

trailer. If Gold Star Family plates are lost, stolen, or mutilated,13

the licensee shall be issued replacement license plates upon14

request and without charge.15

(4) The owner of a motor vehicle or cabin trailer bearing16

Gold Star Family plates may apply to the county treasurer or17

designated county official to have such plates transferred to a18

motor vehicle other than the vehicle for which such plates were19

originally purchased if such vehicle is owned by the owner of the20

plates. The owner may have the unused portion of the fee for the21

plates credited to the other vehicle which will bear the plates22

at the rate of eight and one-third percent per month for each23

full month left in the registration period. Application for such24

transfer shall be accompanied by a fee of three dollars. Fees25
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collected pursuant to this subsection shall be remitted to the1

State Treasurer for credit to the Department of Motor Vehicles Cash2

Fund.3

(5) If the cost of manufacturing Gold Star Family plates4

at any time exceeds the amount charged for license plates pursuant5

to section 60-3,102, any money to be credited to the Nebraska6

Veteran Cemetery System Operation Fund shall instead be credited7

first to the Highway Trust Fund in an amount equal to the8

difference between the manufacturing costs of Gold Star Family9

plates and the amount charged pursuant to section 60-3,102 with10

respect to such plates and the remainder shall be credited to the11

Nebraska Veteran Cemetery System Operation Fund.12

60-3,137 Each insurance company doing business in this15

state shall provide information shown on each automobile liability16

policy issued in this state as required by the department pursuant17

to sections 60-3,136 to 60-3,139 for inclusion in the motor18

vehicle insurance data base in a form and manner acceptable to19

the department. Any person who qualifies as a self-insurer under20

sections 60-562 to 60-564 or any person who provides financial21

responsibility under sections 75-348 to 75-358 or 75-392 to 75-39922

shall not be required to provide information to the department for23

inclusion in the motor vehicle insurance data base.24

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:7

60-3,198 (1) Any owner engaged in operating a fleet of8

apportionable vehicles in this state in interjurisdiction commerce9

may, in lieu of registration of such apportionable vehicles under10

the general provisions of the Motor Vehicle Registration Act,11

register and license such fleet for operation in this state12

by filing a statement and the application required by section13

60-3,203 with the Division of Motor Carrier Services of the14

department. The statement shall be in such form and contain such15

information as the division requires, declaring the total mileage16

operated by such vehicles in all jurisdictions and in this state17

during the preceding year and describing and identifying each18

such apportionable vehicle to be operated in this state during19

the ensuing license year. Upon receipt of such statement and20

application, the division shall determine the total fee payment,21

which shall be equal to the amount of fees due pursuant to22

section 60-3,203 and the amount obtained by applying the formula23

provided in section 60-3,204 to a fee of thirty-two dollars per24

ton based upon gross vehicle weight of the empty weights of a25
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truck or truck-tractor and the empty weights of any trailer or1

combination thereof with which it is to be operated in combination2

at any one time plus the weight of the maximum load to be3

carried thereon at any one time, and shall notify the applicant4

of the amount of payment required to be made. Mileage operated in5

noncontracting reciprocity jurisdictions by apportionable vehicles6

based in Nebraska shall be applied to the portion of the formula7

for determining the Nebraska injurisdiction fleet distance.8

Temporary authority which permits the operation of a9

fleet or an addition to a fleet in this state while the application10

is being processed may be issued upon application to the division11

if necessary to complete processing of the application.12

Upon completion of such processing and receipt of the13

appropriate fees, the division shall issue to the applicant a14

sufficient number of distinctive registration certificates which15

provide a list of the jurisdictions in which the apportionable16

vehicle has been apportioned, the weight for which registered,17

and such other evidence of registration for display on the18

apportionable vehicle as the division determines appropriate for19

each of the apportionable vehicles of his or her fleet, identifying20

it as a part of an interjurisdiction fleet proportionately21

registered. All fees received as provided in this section shall be22

remitted to the State Treasurer for credit to the Motor Carrier23

Services Division Distributive Fund.24

The apportionable vehicles so registered shall be exempt25
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from all further registration and license fees under the Motor1

Vehicle Registration Act for movement or operation in the State of2

Nebraska except as provided in section 60-3,203. The proportional3

registration and licensing provision of this section shall apply4

to apportionable vehicles added to such fleets and operated in5

this state during the license year except with regard to permanent6

license plates issued under section 60-3,203.7

The right of applicants to proportional registration8

under this section shall be subject to the terms and conditions9

of any reciprocity agreement, contract, or consent made by the10

division.11

When a nonresident fleet owner has registered his or her12

apportionable vehicles, his or her apportionable vehicles shall13

be considered as fully registered for both interjurisdiction14

and intrajurisdiction commerce when the jurisdiction of base15

registration for such fleet accords the same consideration for16

fleets with a base registration in Nebraska. Each apportionable17

vehicle of a fleet registered by a resident of Nebraska shall18

be considered as fully registered for both interjurisdiction and19

intrajurisdiction commerce.20

(2) Mileage proportions for interjurisdiction fleets21

not operated in this state during the preceding year shall22

be determined by the division upon the application of the23

applicant on forms to be supplied by the division which shall24

show the operations of the preceding year in other jurisdictions25
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and estimated operations in Nebraska or, if no operations were1

conducted the previous year, a full statement of the proposed2

method of operation.3

(3) Any owner complying with and being granted4

proportional registration shall preserve the records on which the5

application is made for a period of three years following the6

current registration year. Upon request of the division, the owner7

shall make such records available to the division at its office for8

audit as to accuracy of computation and payments or pay the costs9

of an audit at the home office of the owner by a duly appointed10

representative of the division if the office where the records11

are maintained is not within the State of Nebraska. The division12

may enter into agreements with agencies of other jurisdictions13

administering motor vehicle registration laws for joint audits of14

any such owner. All payments received to cover the costs of an15

audit shall be remitted by the division to the State Treasurer16

for credit to the Motor Carrier Division Cash Fund. No deficiency17

shall be assessed and no claim for credit shall be allowed for18

any license registration year for which records on which the19

application was made are no longer required to be maintained.20

(4) If the division claims that a greater amount of fee21

is due under this section than was paid, the division shall notify22

the owner of the additional amount claimed to be due. The owner may23

accept such claim and pay the amount due, or he or she may dispute24

the claim and submit to the division any information which he or25
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she may have in support of his or her position. If the dispute1

cannot otherwise be resolved within the division, the owner may2

petition for an appeal of the matter. The director shall appoint3

a hearing officer who shall hear the dispute and issue a written4

decision. Any appeal shall be in accordance with the Administrative5

Procedure Act. Upon expiration of the time for perfecting an appeal6

if no appeal is taken or upon final judicial determination if an7

appeal is taken, the division shall deny the owner the right to8

further registration for a fleet license until the amount finally9

determined to be due, together with any costs assessed against the10

owner, has been paid.11

(5) Every applicant who licenses any apportionable12

vehicles under this section and section 60-3,203 shall have his13

or her registration certificates issued only after all fees under14

such sections are paid and, if applicable, proof has been furnished15

of payment, in the form prescribed by the director as directed by16

the United States Secretary of the Treasury, of the federal heavy17

vehicle use tax imposed by 26 U.S.C. 4481 of the Internal Revenue18

Code as defined in section 49-801.01.19

(6) In the event of the transfer of ownership of20

any registered apportionable vehicle or in the case of loss of21

possession because of fire or theft or because the apportionable22

vehicle was wrecked, junked, or dismantled, its registration shall23

expire, except that if the registered owner applies to the division24

after such transfer or loss of possession and accompanies the25
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application with the fee of one dollar and fifty cents, he or1

she may have assigned to another motor vehicle the registration2

identification of the motor vehicle so transferred or lost. If the3

assigned apportionable vehicle has a greater gross vehicle weight4

than the transferred or lost apportionable vehicle, the owner of5

the assigned apportionable vehicle shall additionally pay only the6

registration fee for the increased gross vehicle weight for the7

remaining months of the registration year based on the factors8

determined by the division in the original fleet application.9

(6)(a) In the event of the transfer of ownership of10

any registered apportionable vehicle, (b) in the case of loss11

of possession because of fire, theft, or wrecking, junking, or12

dismantling of any registered apportionable vehicle, (c) when a13

salvage branded certificate of title is issued for any registered14

apportionable vehicle, (d) whenever a type or class of registered15

apportioned vehicle is subsequently declared by legislative act or16

court decision to be illegal or ineligible to be operated or towed17

on the public roads and no longer subject to registration fees and18

taxes, (e) upon trade-in or surrender of a registered apportionable19

vehicle under a lease, or (f) in case of a change in the situs of20

a registered apportionable vehicle to a location outside of this21

state, its registration shall expire, except that if the registered22

owner or lessee applies to the division after such transfer or loss23

of possession and accompanies the application with a fee of one24

dollar and fifty cents, he or she may have any remaining credit of25
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vehicle fees and taxes from the previously registered apportionable1

vehicle applied toward payment of any vehicle fees and taxes due2

and owing on another registered apportionable vehicle. If such3

registered apportionable vehicle has a greater gross vehicle weight4

than that of the previously registered apportionable vehicle, the5

registered owner or lessee of the registered apportionable vehicle6

shall additionally pay only the registration fee for the increased7

gross vehicle weight for the remaining months of the registration8

year based on the factors determined by the division in the9

original fleet application.10

(7) Whenever a Nebraska-based fleet owner files an11

application with the division to delete a registered apportionable12

vehicle from a fleet of registered apportionable vehicles (a)13

because of (a) the a transfer of ownership or (b) the loss of14

possession due to fire or theft or because the apportionable15

vehicle was wrecked, junked, or dismantled of the registered16

apportionable vehicle, (b) because of loss of possession due to17

fire, theft, or wrecking, junking, or dismantling of the registered18

apportionable vehicle, (c) because a salvage branded certificate19

of title is issued for the registered apportionable vehicle, (d)20

because a type or class of registered apportioned vehicle is21

subsequently declared by legislative act or court decision to be22

illegal or ineligible to be operated or towed on the public roads23

and no longer subject to registration fees and taxes, (e) because24

of a trade-in or surrender of the registered apportionable vehicle25
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under a lease, or (f) because of a change in the situs of the1

registered apportionable vehicle to a location outside of this2

state, the registered owner may, by returning the registration3

certificate or certificates and such other evidence of registration4

used by the division or, if such certificate or certificates or5

such other evidence of registration is unavailable, then by making6

an affidavit to the division of such transfer or loss, receive a7

refund of that portion of the unused registration fee based upon8

the number of unexpired months remaining in the registration year9

from the date of transfer or loss. No refund shall be allowed10

for any fees paid under section 60-3,203. When such apportionable11

vehicle is transferred or lost within the same month as acquired,12

no refund shall be allowed for such month. Such refund may be in13

the form of a credit against any registration fees that have been14

incurred or are, at the time of the refund, being incurred by the15

registered apportionable vehicle owner. The Nebraska-based fleet16

owner shall make a claim for a refund under this subsection within17

the registration period or shall be deemed to have forfeited his or18

her right to the refund.19

(8) Whenever a Nebraska-based fleet owner files an20

application with the division to delete a registered apportionable21

vehicle from a fleet of registered apportionable vehicles because22

the apportionable vehicle is disabled and has been removed from23

service, the registered owner may, by returning the registration24

certificate or certificates and such other evidence of registration25
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used by the division or, in the case of the unavailability of such1

certificate or certificates or such other evidence of registration,2

then by making an affidavit to the division of such disablement3

and removal from service, receive a credit for that portion4

of the unused registration fee deposited in the Highway Trust5

Fund based upon the number of unexpired months remaining in the6

registration year. No credit shall be allowed for any fees paid7

under section 60-3,203. When such apportionable vehicle is removed8

from service within the same month in which it was registered,9

no credit shall be allowed for such month. Such credit may be10

applied against registration fees for new or replacement vehicles11

incurred within one year after cancellation of registration of12

the apportionable vehicle for which the credit was allowed. When13

any such apportionable vehicle is reregistered within the same14

registration year in which its registration has been canceled,15

the fee shall be that portion of the registration fee provided16

to be deposited in the Highway Trust Fund for the remainder of17

the registration year. The Nebraska-based fleet owner shall make a18

claim for a credit under this subsection within the registration19

period or shall be deemed to have forfeited his or her right to the20

credit.21

(9) In case of addition to the registered fleet during22

the registration year, the owner engaged in operating the fleet23

shall pay the proportionate registration fee from the date the24

vehicle was placed into service or, if the vehicle was previously25
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registered outside of Nebraska, the date the prior registration1

expired or the date Nebraska became the base jurisdiction for2

the fleet, whichever is first, for the remaining balance of the3

registration year. The fee for any permanent license plate issued4

for such addition pursuant to section 60-3,203 shall be the full5

fee required by such section, regardless of the number of months6

remaining in the license year.7

(10) In lieu of registration under subsections (1)8

through (9) of this section, the title holder of record may9

apply to the division for special registration, to be known as an10

unladen-weight registration, for any commercial motor vehicle or11

combination of vehicles. Such registration shall be valid only for12

a period of thirty days and shall give no authority to operate the13

vehicle except when empty. The fee for such registration shall be14

twenty dollars for each vehicle, which fee shall be remitted to the15

State Treasurer for credit to the Highway Trust Fund. The issuance16

of such permits shall be governed by section 60-3,179.17

(11) Any person may, in lieu of registration under18

subsections (1) through (9) of this section or for other19

jurisdictions as approved by the director, purchase a trip20

permit for any nonresident truck, truck-tractor, bus, or truck21

or truck-tractor combination. Such permit shall be valid for a22

period of seventy-two hours. The fee for such permit shall be23

twenty-five dollars for each truck, truck-tractor, bus, or truck24

or truck-tractor combination. Such permit shall be available at25
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weighing stations operated by the carrier enforcement division and1

at various vendor stations as determined appropriate by the carrier2

enforcement division. The carrier enforcement division shall act as3

an agent for the Division of Motor Carrier Services in collecting4

such fees and shall remit all such fees collected to the State5

Treasurer for credit to the Highway Cash Fund. Trip permits shall6

be obtained at the first available location whether that is a7

weighing station or a vendor station. The vendor stations shall be8

entitled to collect and retain an additional fee of ten percent of9

the fee collected pursuant to this subsection as reimbursement for10

the clerical work of issuing the permits.11

60-3,205 (1)(a) The director may suspend, revoke, cancel,14

or refuse to issue or renew a registration certificate under the15

International Registration Plan Act:16

(i) If the applicant or certificate holder has had his or17

her license issued under the International Fuel Tax Agreement Act18

revoked or the director refused to issue or refused to renew such19

license; or20

(ii) If the applicant or certificate holder is in21

violation of sections 75-348 to 75-358 or 75-392 to 75-399.22

(b) Prior to taking action under this section, the23

director shall notify and advise the applicant or certificate24

holder of the proposed action and the reasons for such action in25
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writing, by registered or certified mail, to his or her last-known1

business address as shown on the application for the certificate2

or renewal. The notice shall also include an advisement of the3

procedures in subdivision (c) of this subsection.4

(c) The applicant or certificate holder may, within5

thirty days after the date of the mailing of the notice,6

petition the director for a hearing to contest the proposed7

action. The hearing shall be commenced in accordance with the rules8

and regulations adopted and promulgated by the department. If a9

petition is filed, the director shall, within twenty days after10

receipt of the petition, set a hearing date at which the applicant11

or certificate holder may show cause why the proposed action should12

not be taken. The director shall give the applicant or certificate13

holder reasonable notice of the time and place of the hearing. If14

the director’s decision is adverse to the applicant or certificate15

holder, the applicant or certificate holder may appeal the decision16

in accordance with the Administrative Procedure Act.17

(d) Except as provided in subsections (2) and (3) of this18

section, the filing of the petition shall stay any action by the19

director until a hearing is held and a final decision and order is20

issued.21

(e) Except as provided in subsections (2) and (3) of this22

section, if no petition is filed at the expiration of thirty days23

after the date on which the notification was mailed, the director24

may take the proposed action described in the notice.25
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(f) If, in the judgment of the director, the applicant or1

certificate holder has complied with or is no longer in violation2

of the provisions for which the director took action under this3

subsection, the director may reinstate the registration certificate4

without delay.5

(2)(a) The director may suspend, revoke, cancel, or6

refuse to issue or renew a registration certificate under the7

International Registration Plan Act or a license under the8

International Fuel Tax Agreement Act if the applicant, licensee, or9

certificate holder has issued to the department a check or draft10

which has been returned because of insufficient funds, no funds, or11

a stop-payment order. The director may take such action no sooner12

than seven days after the written notice required in subdivision13

(1)(b) of this section has been provided. Any petition to contest14

such action filed pursuant to subdivision (1)(c) of this section15

shall not stay such action of the director.16

(b) If the director takes an action pursuant to17

this subsection, the director shall reinstate the registration18

certificate or license without delay upon the payment of certified19

funds by the applicant, licensee, or certificate holder for20

any fees due and reasonable administrative costs, not to exceed21

twenty-five dollars, incurred in taking such action.22

(c) The rules, regulations, and orders of the director23

and the department that pertain to hearings commenced in accordance24

with this section and that are in effect prior to March 17,25
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2006, shall remain in effect, unless changed or eliminated by the1

director or the department, except for those portions involving a2

stay upon the filing of a petition to contest any action taken3

pursuant to this subsection, in which case this subsection shall4

supersede those provisions.5

(3) Any person who receives notice from the director6

of action taken pursuant to subsection (1) or (2) of this7

section shall, within three business days, return such registration8

certificate and license plates to the department as provided in9

this section. If any person fails to return the registration10

certificate and license plates to the department, the department11

shall notify the Nebraska State Patrol that any such person is in12

violation of this section.13
